Chinese Newspaper Believes Lit- 
! 
tie Can Come From Capital 
Confab. 


Peking, Oct. 28— The Tientsin new*- 
j paper, Ta Chun Shang Tao, believes 
j that, with civil strife upsetting the 
country, 
China 
can 
hope for little 
benefit from the Pacific Conference. 
“The M inistry of Foreign 
Affairs 
has just established an investigation 
bureau for th e pupose of gathering 
m aterials, 
records and 
other doeu- 
fnents to be used at the Pacific C on­ 
ference in connection with 
China’s 
case.” says th a t paper. 
“Wre believe this can do little to- 
| ward attain in g our object, for so long 
as China lacks the power essential 
to success, foreign powers 
will con­ 
tinue 
to look 
down 
upon her and 
treat her as an inferior, so th a t even 
if we have overwhelming evidence at 
«»ur 
disposal 
to support 
our case, 
they will never take the trouble 
to 
go into it so as to render a decision 
in our favor. 
Under such circum ­ 
stances it would he foolish to expect 
success. 
"The all-im portant question to-day 
is to settle our domestic strife. W hen 
peace 
and 
order 
are 
restored, 
foreigners in our midst will not su f­ 
fer from occasional disturbances, and 
their m inisters and governm ents, see­ 
ing th a t China still has the ability 
to m aintain order, 
will 
naturally 
treat us with respect, and the 
J a p ­ 
anese propaganda th a t China has not 
the necessary 
capacity 
to 
protect 
foreign „ life and property ami 
th a t 
Japan should lie Appointed guardian 
over her, will explode by itself. 
“ If all this can he accomplished 
before the Pacific Conference, we are 
not w ithout a ray of hope. 
If, how ­ 
ever, 
we indulge 
in continual civil 
strife between one province and 
a n ­ 
other 
we 
are 
simply 
furnishing 
evidence to nrove the truth 
of 
the 
Japanese contention. 
“ F ar the peace of the F a r Fast and 
the 
interests 
of 
their 
nationals 
foreign powers cannot hut approve the 
internationalization of China and it is 
perhaps 
not 
unlikely 
th a t they will 
charge Jap an with the task of over­ 
seeing us. 
W hen this happens our 
sovereignty 
will 
he completely lost 
and w hat favor can he expected from 
the nowers when we set fo rth all our 
evidence and records before them to 
support our case? 
“ Let both the* people and the gov­ 
ernm ent work to avoid this eventu­ 
ality.”
